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RULES    AND    ORDERS. 


TOUCHING   THB    DUTIES    OF    THE    SPEAKER. 


1st. 

The  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  every  day  precisely  at  (he 
hour  to  which  the  House  statuls  adjourned;  sliall  immediately 
call  the  members  to  order,  and  after  Divine  service  has  been  per- 
formed; on  the  appeariuice  of  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  journal  of 
the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2nd. 

He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of, 
order  in  preference  to  other  members  ;  sliall  decide  questions  of 
order,  subject  to  an  appeal  lo  the  House  by  any  two  members; 
and  his  decision  of  any  (|uesiion  shall  be  final,  unless  the  yeas  and 
nays  be  required  ;  ivnd  he  may  vote  on  every  question,  except  on 
an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  on  a  question  of  order. 

3rd. 

The  Speaker  shall  examine  and  correct  the  journnl  before  it  is 
read.  He  shall  have  a  general  direction  of  the  hall.  He  shall 
have  a  right  lo  niune  fiom  lime  to  time,  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair;  bit  such  substitution  shall  not  extend  be- 
yond an  adjournment.  He  shall  appoint,  all  conferees  and  com- 
mittees, unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  House;  "'i^l  may  admit 
stenogiapheis  willing  tu  take  down  the  debates,  and  assign  them 
such  places  on  the  floor,  or  elsewhere,  to  effect  their  objects, 
as  shall  not  interfere  with  the  business  or  convenience  of  the 
House. 


4th. 

Ill  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery 
or  lobby,  the  Speaker  (or  chairman  of  the  coaunittee  of  the  whole 
house)  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  to  be  cleared, 

5th. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  House,  but 
members  of  the  Executive  and  Judiciary  departments,  members 
of  the  Senate,  fonrier  meinliersof  the  Li-^gislature,  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  invited  by  the  Speaker. 

OF  THE  ORDER-  OF  BUSINESS. 

6th.  ' 

The  Clerk  of  the  House,  shall,  within  six  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session,  place  in  the  hands  of  the  Speaker,  a 
correct  list  of  all  bills,  resolutions  and  reports,  which  originated  in 
this  House,  and  were  referred  from  the  preceding  to  the  succeeding 
session. 

m. 

Immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  proceedings  of  the  preced- 
ing" day,  the  clerk  shall  announce  the  bills  ready  fof-  a  second  read- 
ing, and  the  orders  of  the  day;  after  which  the  following  order  of 
proceedings  shall  be  observed,  &.c. 

The  presentation  and  disposition  of  petitions,  memorials,  appli- 
cations or  01  her  papers. 

Orders  and  leaves  to  introduce  bills  and  resolutions  will  be  re- 
ceived. 

Reports  of  standing  committees  will  be  in  order. 

Reports  of  select  committees  will  be  in  older. 

Bills  reported  for  a  first  reading  will  then  be  in  order. 

Reports,  orders,  resolutions  and  bills  entitled  to  a  second  reading 
by  the  40ih  rule,  will  be  taken  up  and  considered  in  due  order, 
according  to  the  42nd  rule. 

The  order  of  the  day  will  then  be  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Which  last  shall  not  be  taken  up  before  12  o'clock,  unless  all  the 
ordinary  business  shall  have  been  previously  disposed  of,  and  shall, 
after  that  hour,  have  preference  over  all  ordinary  business. 

OF  DECORUM,  DEBATE,  &c. 

8th. 

Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  Speaker  takes  the 
chair,  and  when  the  House  adjourns,  every  member  shall  remain 
in  his  place  until  the  Speaker  go  forth.

No  member  shall  absent  himself  fioin  the  seivice  of  the  House, 
Uftless  lie  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend-    "  '^. 

10th. 

When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  dehver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  uncovered,  and 
respectfully  addrcis  himself  to  "Mr.  Speaker;" — lie  shall  confine 
himself  to  the  question  under  debate;  shall  avoid  personality; 
and  shall  use  some  other  distinction  than  the  proper  name  of  any 
other  member  to  whom  he  may  refer  in  debate. 

nth. 

If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  thne, 
tfee  speaker  shall  determine  which  shall  speak  first,  and  no  mem- 
ber sfiall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  <iuestion,  nor  more 
than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have 
i^oken. 

12th. 

If  any  member  shall,  in  any  manner,  transgress  the  rules  of  the 
House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may  call  to  order,  in 
which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  sit 
down  unless  permitted  to  explain;  and  the  House  shall,  if  ap- 
pealed to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate  ;  if  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  subiDitted  to;  if  the  de- 
cision be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  al 
liberty  to  proceed,  if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  pro- 
ceed without  leave  of  the  House,  and  if  the  case  require  it,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

13th. 

No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  result  of  which  lie 
is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where 
he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put  ;  and  upon  a 
division  and  count  of  the  House,  on  any  question,  no  raernbeir 
without  the  bar  shall  be  counted.  •  :"!f    hij'-n 

11th, 

Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is 
put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons  shall 
excuse  him;  and  the  refusal  o(  any  member  present  to,  vole,  on 
calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal  ai  the  ije- 
truest  of  any  member. 


Idth. 

No  member,  without  permission  of  tlie  House,  shall  answer , on 
ihe  yeas  and  nays,  who  did  not  divide  oil  the  qtiesiian;  and  if  any 
member  divide  on  one  side  and  answer  on  tlie  other,  on  calling  the. 
yeas  and  nays,  the  same  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal,  at  the  re- 
quest of  any  member. 

16th. 

■  No  member  shall  fake  out  of  the  House  ahy  bill  or  other  paper 
belong-ing:  to  tlie  Hous^,  without  leave  of  the' Spiaker,  and  no 
original  paper  shall  b^  delivered  to'  any  person  "du'rinj^  the  recesS' 
of  the  Legislatuie,  without  a  written  order  from  the  spsuker. 

17th. 

Any.  jripmber,  on  motion,  or  in  debate,  niay  call  for  the  ceading 
of  any  law,  journal,  r^prd  or  other  public  proceedings,  which 
Efiay  relate  to  the  su bj ect  ni^^-.e r . 

18th. 

No  member  shall  nominate  more  than  one  person  on  any  com- 
nnittee,  and  in  making  such  nomination,  he  shall  rise  and  address 
himself  to  the  speaker.  r  .,,,j...    .,-yf 

19th. 

The  name  of  every  member  making  a  motion,  presenting  any 
petition,  memorial  or  other  paper,  or  proposing  any  resolution,  cr- 
dhr,  or  other  matter,  shall  be  inserted  on  the  journal  ;  but  if  any^ 
motion  or  proposition  be  vviihdrawn,all  proceedings  rel^tjiiao^j'iau^^y- 
diately  thereto,  shall  be  expunged  fioin  the  journal.      '  . ',  ,     ,'_ 

20th. 

Whilst  the  speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
House,  none  shall  walk  out,  or  cross  the  Hou-^e;  nor  in  such  Cvase, 
or  while  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  huld  private  discourse  so  as 
to  interrupt  debate. 

21st. 

,  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
tjpeaker;  or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  chair^  and 
read  aloud  by  the  clerk,  before  debate;  and  every  motion  shall  be 
reduced  to  wilting,  if  the  speaker,  or  any  member  require  it. 

22nd. 

When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  or  when  a  question  is 
under  debate,  the  matter  shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  ques- 
tion, or  it  may  be  postponed  by  a  motion  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the 
table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to 


commit  or  amend,  (o  postpone  indelinilely;  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  ^in  the  order  in  which  (hey  areairan{,^ed.  ,-  A 
niolion  (6  siiike  out  (he  enacting  words  of  a  bill,  shall  have  prpce- 
detjc^e  6t  a  hiolion  lo  amend,  and  if  cairied,  shall  he  cquivafept 
to  il,s  n^jection,  and  when  a  qnestion  is  |)Ooiponed  indefinitely,  llje 
sdhic  shall  not  he  acted  on  again  during  the  session. 

The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  ^^  shall  the  main 
question  he  now  put?"  It  mliy  be  called  for  on  any  question  ex- 
cept pn  an  amendment,  or  other  matter,  which  cannot  in  its  natme 
be'  posiponed;  and  when  demanded  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
b^i's  present,  it  sbtill,  until  it  is  decided,  preclude  all  further  amend- 
tn^nt  and  debate  of  the  liiain  queslioli.  On.  a  previous  question 
there  shall  he  no  debate.  ..:.:■, 

24th. 

Every  question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  the  yeas  and 
nays  shall  he  taken  Whtn' required  by  seVen  members  who  shall 
hd^e  divided  On  tlie  question  ;  and  wMvenever  the  yea^  and  nays 
are  ordered  to  be  takeii^  no  quest ioh  of  adjournme'nt  shall  be  re- 
ceived or  propoui^ded  by  the  speaker,  until  the  yeas  and  nays'afe 
called,  counted  and  reported. 

25th. 

Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  which  shall 
be  divided,  if  it  comprehends  questions  so  distinct,  that  one  being 
taken  away,  the  rest  nitiy  stand  entire  for  the  decision  of  the 
House,  and  when  an  amendment  shall  be  proposed  to  an  amend- 
ipent,  the  question  on  an  aiiiendirient,  shall  be  taken  first,  and 
then  divided,  if  lequired,  into  as  many  parts  as  admit  of  dis^ijict

A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert,  shall  be  deemed  inadvisablej 
but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither  a- 
mendment,  nor  a  motion  to  stiike  out  and  insert.  A  m'otion  to 
strikeout  and  insert,  together  with  the  matter  proposed  to  be  in- 
serted, shall  be  received,  and  the  question  on  it  taken  as  one  entire 
motion,  but  t.ny  member  may  have  the  same  divided  agreeably  to

When  a  question  has  once  l:een  decided  in  the  affimialive,  or 
negative,  a  motion  of  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  if 
made  by  one  member,  and  seconded  by  two  others  who  voted 
in  the  majority,  within  three  days  after  the  decision;  and  no 
motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  postponed  or  laid  on  the 
table.

Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House, 
shall  be  presented  by  the  speaker,  or  by  a  member  in  his  place ; 
and  the  object  of  all  petitions  and  memorials  shall  be  endorsed  on 
the  back,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

30th. 

;  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  engaged  at 
the  preceding  adjournment,  shall  have  the  preference  in  the 
orders  of  the  day;  and  no  motion,  or  any  other  business  shall 
be  received  without  special  leave  of  the  House,  until  the  former  is 
disposed  of. 

31st. 

Any  fifteen  members  (including  the  Speaker,  if  there  be 
one,)  shall  be  authorised  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent 
members. 

32nd. 

Every  committee  shall  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  other- 
wise. 

33r(L 

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House,  without 
special  leave. 

34th. 

On  an  election  to  any  office  of  (rust  or  profit,  no  ballolt  shall 
be  counted,  unless  the  person  for  whom  it  be  given  be  nominated 
to  the  House  before  the  balloting  be  commenced,  except  as  may 
be  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Constitution. 

35th. 

"When  a  blank  is  not  filled  up,  and  different  sums,  numbers,  or. 
times,  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  on  the  largest 
fium,  or  number,  and  on  the  latest  time.

as  the  same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  tlie  committee,  and  so  repoii  to 
the  House;  after  report,  the  bill,  resolution,  report,  order  or  other 
matter,  shall  again  be  subject  to  be  debated  and  amended  by

48th. 

The  rules  of  proceedings  in  the  house  shall  be  observed  in  a 
committee  of  the  whole  House,  as  far  as  applicable. 

49th. 

No  standing  rule  or  order  shall  be  rescinded  or  changed,  without 
one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  therefor. 

jNor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

50th. 

Reports  of  committees  on  subjects  of  a  private  or  local  nature, 
shall  not  in  future,  be  entered  in  exte7iso  on  the  journal;  but  the 
favorable  or  unfavorable  character  only,  of  such  reports  shall  be 
placed  on  a  journal. 

51st. 

The  Speaker  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  every  session  ap- 
point a  standing  committee  on  corporations,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
to  investigate  all  such  bills  for  creating  corporations  as  may  be  refer- 
red to  them,  and  report  if  any  and  what  inconvenience  may 
result  to  the  State  from  the  passage  of  such  bills. 

52nd. 

No  motion  to  lie  on  the  table  shall  be  debateable.
